upwards of $40,000,000" in wages, 
passes into history, it was assert- 
ed, was the formal endorsement 
of the terms of settlement by fhe 
railway executives meeting in 
New York Tuesday and the strike 
leaders will convene in Chicago 
at the same hour.

Athens. July 30.—A note sent by 


the Greek government to the Allies 
respecting the intentions of Greece in 
Asia Minor emphasizes the view that 
the occupation of Constantinople is 
the only means of 
bringing 
about 


peace and suys Greece has made ar- 
rangements with that purpose in view. 


The note begs the Allies to issue 


the necessary orders to the army of 
Brigadier General Sir Charles 
Har- 


rington, commander of 
the 
Allied 


forces in Constantinople, and says it 
is confident difficulties will not be im- 
posed in the way of Greece. 
The 


note ackls that by the neutralization of 
Constantinople the Allies are protect- 
ing, instead of coercing, Turkey and 
thus depriving Greece of means for 
imposing peace. 


The Turkish atrocities, the note con- 


tinues, make it vital for Greece to 
adopt more energetic measures aganst 
the Turks but that the Greek govern- 
ment is willing to discuss the matter 
with the Allies.

RULE WIFE CANT BE LIBELED 


London Recorder QuMho Indictment 


Against 
Husband 
Becauee of 


Peculiar Precedent In 
taw. 


London.—At the Central Criminal 


court before the recorder, William 
Anthony Barter, thirty-four, draughts- 
man, was Indicted for publishing a de- 
famatory libel concerning Elsie Alice 
Barter, his wife. 


Mr. Frederick Levy, for tlje defend- 


ant, moved to quash the indictment. 
He quoted the decision in which It was 
held that a wire :ould not take pro- 
ceedings against her husband for de- 
famatory libel. 


The recorder referred to a passage 


In UK* decision quoted In which It 
was stated that a libel might raise 
angry passions and a desire for re- 
venge, and lead to breach of the peace. 
The learned judge thought, said the 
recorder, that that should be settled 
In the domestic forum, 


Mr. Huntly Jenkins, for the prose- 


cution, said he had Intended to put the 
point before the recorder. There was 
no doubt that the defendant wrote a 
number of scurrilous postcards. 


The recorder said: "If a man hits 


his wife she has a remedy, but if he 
inflicts the much more severe Injury 
of writing llbelous postcards she has 
no remedy." 


Mr. Levy read a letter which the 


defendant had written to his wife ex- 
pressing his sincere apologies for 
writing the postcards. He unreserv- 
edly withdrew nil the statements and 
expressed regret for the annoyance 
which had been caused to her. 
He 


also spoke of the "most bitter re- 
morse" which he felt. Mr. Levy add- 
ed that the defendant desired him to 
emphasize the expressions yf regret. 


The recorder said it was admitted 


by the prosecution that the Indict- 
ment would not lie. The law protect- 
ed a wife from physical injuries which 
her husband inflicted on her, but ap- 
parently did not "protect her 
from' 


cowardly libels. He quashed the in- 
dictment, and the defendant was dis- 
charged.

Pipe Arch Bridge. 


An engineering curiosity, said to be 


unique to this country and to have 
only one parallel in Europe, is the 
pipe arch bridge over the Sudbars 
river which carries Boston's water 
supply. The span is eighty feet, and 
the steel pipe, seven and one-half 
feet In diameter, rises five and one- 
half feet above the horizontal at the 
center.. The pressure on' the abut- 
ments when the pipe Is filled with 
water is great and is resisted by a 
mass of concrete forty feet thick be- 
hind each abutment. 
Across the 


curved top runs a hand-railed foot 
bridge. The steel of the pipe In the 
arched portion is five-eighths of an 
Inch in thickness.

"Christian social service means the 


application of tho principles of 
the 


gospel of Jesus Christ to all the re- 
lations into which 
men and women 


are brought, A nether in government, 
industry, social or political life. 


"It means definite obedience, by all 


who bear the Christian name and ac- 
cept the Christian reiigio.i. to Christ's 
law of duty toward one'j neighbor.—a 
neighbor being every person, whether 
living .lear or far away, with whom 
one can establisl the relationship of 
service. 


"We understand the Christian re- 


ligion to have a larger meaning and 
field than has been commonly recog- 
nized and that its message concerns 
justice and righteousness, fairness and 
the application of the golden rule, to 
all men and by all men, in whatever 
position or relation in life they may 
be. 
We understand that a position 


of any advantage conferred by mater- 
ial means, education, social or official 
position, carries with it responsibility 
toward those with whom one has to 
deal and forgetfulness of such respon- 
sibility means the disobedience of the 
Law of God. 


"The church must serve all people, 


the unprivileged and the privileged 
alike, and must continue to stand for 
mercy, charity and compassion toward 
those who are in trouble; but beyond 
that it must stand for social justice, 
remembering that Jesus Christ died 
for all and tha' one soul is In His 
sight, and should be in the sight of 
his disciples, as precious as another. 


"Those -who are in positions in bus- 


iness, professions, or any calling in 
life, where they have the service of 
others, whether as wage-earners or 
in any other relation, should recog- 
nize the right • t the employed to full 
opportunity for Eelf-dev lopment. The 
welfare of human lif „• should be em- 
phasized above the valu- of property. 
Wages sufficient for a wholesome liv- 
ing should be the return for efficient 
service and the 
more that can be 


done in making the employer and 
the employed 
partners in business 


with a feeling of commo i and friend- 
ly interest and 
mutual service, the 
better. 


"We understand that Christian Soc- 


ial service means following the ex- 
ample of the Master, who came not 
to be ministered unto, but to minis- 
ter, and to mean obedience to the law 
of God, 'Thou shalt lo\e thy neigh- 
bor as thyself,' and that it Is our work 
to bring the members of the Church 
to realize this ancl so to till out the 
ideal of Christ toward humanity." 


The National Council recommends 


to the General Convention fh.it in tho 
name of the Church It take action 
as follows:

"Be it resolved. That in sympathy
